Capital Blow. 

The Undertaking is therefore worthy 
the Patronage of the Goveramentr, and of 
the Greate Heads and Hands in the Ad- 
miniftration ; Unbsppy bas it been for us, 
that it was not fooner Undertaken! when 
the French had no Footing there, and the 
Spawiards had not been acquainted with 
their Vigorous Meafures : But beppy shall it 
be ftill, tha¢.it is delay’d no longer, if we 
can but be gpided now co facb Meafures as 
mav render it effe@tual, and this is the 
Difficulty before me, if poffible, to prepare 
People to expe& nothing bur whatit isrea- 
fonable to expe 5 not to raife Views and 
Profpeéts of Impoffibilities and impra@ica- 
ble Whymfies, and fo lay the Foundation 
of their own Difappointments. 

And here give me leave, Gentlemen, to 
make a Digreffion, about the great Ob- 
e@ion made by fome People to the gene- 
jral Propolal, in which I thall avoid giviog 
Offence to any Side, and make my Court 
to neither Side, but {peak freely and plaix- 
ly—— The Great, moft Popular, and in- 
deed moft Specious Clamour rais’d againtt 
this new Affair, is the Article of Force put 
upon the People to Subfcribe their Tallies, 
Orders, Bills, ec. into this new Trade. 

A do freely acknowledge, that to force a 
‘free Debtor to take an Eftablifh’d. Intereft 
for his Debt, and not recieve the Princi- 
pul according to Contraé, has fomething 
harth in itemeae..And the Debtor ought to 
have the Priviledge to refufe fuch a kind of 
a Compofition ; but two Things are to be 
confider’d in this Cafe. 


a. The Circumftance of the Natior—— 
The Debt is heavy, and the jul Clamour 
toud —— The courfe of Things could nei- 
ther give Principal or Intereft in any Time 
0 be. nam’d, ifever 3 poor People fold their 
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Claims for want of Money, unfufferably 


low, the Gain of the Thing began co ru 
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al inthe Chaanel of Ufury asd Extortion — 


and the juft Grouns of Difcontent among 


the People growing, aod Nacurally cenc- 


ing to Coufufion and Diftraétions ; imme- 
diate P.yment covld not be made, “cis no 
Repreach to us, to fay we could oot have 
rais'd nine Millions ffer?. to pay tie Debr, 
wheretore a Payment of Intereft for the 
Debt, and Eftablifking chat atercttupona 
Subftantial Fand tii} the Principal can be 
paid, not only was agreeable so the Ufage 
and Cuftom of Parliament, and to what this 
Nation has frequently acquiefe’d in upon 
lower Terms, as in the Cate of the Orphans 
Fuad, the Old Exchequer Debt, and fe- 
veral other Cafes, bet was really as much 
as the Nation in the prefent Circumftances 
appeat’d able to do———— And the People 
concera’d,might very reafonably be thought 
to be very well fatisfy’d and thankful for it, 
fo that obliging all to come in, might ra- 
ther deferve to be call’d an equal Care for 
them a8, that none fhould be excluded, 
than putting any Force upon chem. 


2. But notwithftanding this Extenuati- 
on, if there had been a Force, I donot fe 
the Force here to amount to the Charge, 
becaufe all that can be alledg’d that Way, 
is only, that fuch as will not Subfcribe, are 
not within the Provi‘ion made for Payment, 
but they have the fame Legal Claim up- 
oa thePublick, that they had before.

3- The forcing this backward unrefolv’d 
Nation, to undertake what, if their 
Politick Eye-fight bad not been loft, 
they would have done 8 Years ago— 
Which is, perhaps, the only Step to 
Advaace our dying Commerce, and 
bring the Enemy to the Neceffitv of 
complying with a Peace, and yielding 

‘to our Demands ; Jif this isa Force, 

it is fuch a Furee, as everyMan who has 
aSenf of our National istereft, will 
the better bear with, bec2nfe tis a 
Thing folikely to Enrich acd Reftore 
us. 


_ We are an unhappy Nation in this, that 
there fhould he need of a Force in a Thing 
of this Confequence, and a Thing of fuch 
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rent Advantage; that we will fic fit 
and fee our Enemies runaway isha Trade 
fo infinitely Advantageour .» them, and 
which it was (v0 eafie in the he 
this War for us to prevent ; that we could 
fic Patiently looking on, and {ee the French 
fortify themfelves in Chili and Peru, and 
fee them Engroffing the Frade tu :he whole 
Empire of Mexico.

I confefs, 
ifit be a Force now, (nay, were igan Hile- 
gal Force) the Refle&ion onthefe Things 
mitigates che Refentment 3 and as that was
